f | HE Troubles of this Kingdom, which a 
while ago ſeem'd to be compos'd, are 
now again broke out afreſh. The Private 
Grudges of Some, and the Ambition of Others 
of the Nobility, have once more put all in 
Arms: This City is Block'd up by the Prince of 
Conde's Army, who has not been long re- 
turn'd from Flanders. The King, the Queen, 
with Cardinal Mazarini, and the whole 
Court, are at St. Germains en Lay, Whither 
they went by Night. This abrupt Departure, 
gave freſh Courage toi the Seartions, and at 
the ſame Time, turniſh'd them with new 
Matter of Accuſation againſt Carainal Maza- 
7ini, who, they ſay, has, ftole away their $0- 
wereign from them- The Parliament have 
ceclard him, an Ezemy to the Government.

] Have ſomething more Reſpite now, than 
when I wrote laſt to thy Brother Nathan 
at YVieana, to inform him of Ekachim's being 
made a Priſoner.

All 
my Motions were ſwift» I went Backward 
and Forward, like . the Planets; but had no 
Leiſure to ſtand ſtill, as they do ſometimes. 
In a Word; I have run over the whole Zoai- 
ack of Policy, to ſeek for a New Houſe; that 
wherein I Lodg'd, being like to prove too 
hot for me. At Length I have found one, 
wherein I hope to meet with no Malewolent 
Aſpetts, but to remain as before, in a Friend- 
ly Comjunition with the Aon ; behind whoſe 
Splendors, I may lie cover'd, from the Inqui- 
fitions of peering Mortals. 

To ſpeak more Intelligibly, I am for the 
Preſent, remov'd\ to other Lodgings in this 
City, the better to ſhelter my ſelf from the

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fince Ehkachim was ſeiz'd. Yeſterday, I wrote 
to the Kaimacham, and to Nathan Bex Saadi, 
ro give them an Account of this Accident. 
This goes along with the ſame Meſlenger ;

the Preſent Diſorders of this Kingaom. 

I receiv'd a Letter from thee, wherein thou 
informeſt me, of an Attempt that has been 
lately made, to rob the ogy of Venice : 
Which, according to thy Deſcription, 1s ve- 
ry Rich and Magnificent ; not to be match'd 
m £xrope. Perhaps, if thou hadſt feerr the 
Wealth that is preſerv'd in the Church of” St. 
Denis, a. City not. far from Pars , thou 
wouldſt be of another- Mind. But neicher of 
us can make proper Compariſons, having not. 
ſeen both Places. The French extol the Lat+ 
ter, and ſay, it far exceeds that of Yerice. 
Bur, they may. ſpeak Partially; it being the 
Humour of all People, to magnify the Gran- 
deur of their.own Nation : And, the French 
come not ſhort of the Reſt of the World in 
Vain-Glory. However it be, it was a vaſt 
Attempt, and full of Infinite Difficulties and 
Perils, to Rob the Vaults of a Chrch, in the 
Heart of that Great and Repos City, 
where all.the Riches of the Seigniory were 
Repoſited. -It is an Argument of the Great- 
neſs of their Souls, who durſt- undertake fo 
hazardous an Enterprize. 

But, this isnot the Firſt Time the Yenetians 
have been in Danger, to-loſe that Prodigious 
Maſs of Wealth A Poor Grecian once found 
a Way, through Marble Barricado's. under- 

Ground, 
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Ground, to enter thoſe Golden Cells ; from 
whence he carried. away, to the Value of 
Twenty Hundred Thouſand Zechins in Jews 
els- But, making one of his Countrymen 
acquainted with it, the. Villain betray'd him 
to the Doge, who.cauſed him to be Hang'd. .

Neither is it Material, what 
the Hebrew Doftors object againſt theſe Teſti- 
monies, when they introduce the Son of A- 
dam, Sacrificing Living Creatures, in the In- 
fancy of the World; fince, thou knowelt, ma- 
ny Errors are Inſerted in the Pritten Law, 
from whence they take this Story.

After the ſame Manner, the Per/ian Mags, 
or Wiſe Men, practiſed Abſtinence. And, 
to imprint in their Diſciples, a Tenderneſs 
ang Friendſhip toward the Beaſts, they call- 
ed them, according to. their different Srati- 
ons, either Lyons, Hyzna's, Crows, Eagles, 
Hawks, &c. And, their Garments were Pain- 
ted all over, with the Yarious Figures of 
Animals ; 
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Animals; thereby infinuating, the DotFrine 
of the Souls Tranſmigration; and inculcating 
this 1/tery, That the Spirit of Man, enters 
ſucceſſively into all Sorts of Boazes : Which, 
thou-knoweſt, is not remote from- the Faith 
of Trae Believers. 

It would not. be amiſs, as a Teſtimony of 
the PraGtice of the Ancients,to inſert a Memo- 
rable Addreſs, which the Reformed Prieſts of 
Crete, were wont to make before the Altar of 
Fupiter. © O. Divine Governor of the Han- 
* ared Cities, wehave leda Holy Life, from 
* the Time that we were Initiated in thy 
* Aſteries, and forſook the Notturnal Rites, 
* and Bloody Feaſts of Bacchizs : We are now 
** Purified, and Clothe our ſelves in hte 
* Veſtments, the Emblems of our Innocence :

Such alſo was of Old, and to this Day is, 
the Abſtinence of the Indians; among whom, 
the Brachmans perform the Office of Prie/t- 
hwad. Theſe, the Ancient Grecians called 
Gymnoſophiſts. They are all of one Race, 
neither will they admit a Stranger into their 
Order. They live for the moſt Part near to 
Ganges, or ſome other River, for the 
Sake of their o__ Purifications. Their 
Diet conſiſts, of Milk CurdlI'd with . ſowre 
Herbs- They feed alſo on Apples, Rice, and | 
other Fruits of the Earth; eſteeming.it the 
Height 
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Height of Impiety, to taſte of any Thing 
that has Life- They live in little Hutts or Cot- 
tages, every one by himſelf, avoiding Com- 
pany and Diſcourſe ; employing all their 
Time in Contemplation, and the Service of 
the Temple, They. eſteem this Life, but a 
Neceffary Diſpenſation of Natare, which they 
Volunrarily undergo as a Penance ; ardently 
thirſting, after the Diflolution of their Bo- 
dies ; and firmly believing, That the Sox! by 
Death, is releaſed from its Priſon, and laun- 
ches forth into Immenſe Liberty and Ha 
pineſs. Therefore they are always chearfully 
diſpoſed to Die, bewailing thoſe that are A- 
live, and Celebrating the Funerals of the 
Dead, with joyful Solemnitiesand Triumphs- 
Among their Good Works, it is accounted an 
AR of great Reputation and Virtue, to build 
Hoſpitals for Beaſts as well as Men: And, in 
every City, there are great Numbers of ſuch, 
as ſpend all their Life, in tending on Sick and 
Wounded Animals, or ſiich as have no Suſte- 
nance elſewhere- And, this is no Novel Inſts- 
tation, but deliver d down to them by 7ra- 
dition, from Immemorable Ages. 

The Precept- alſo of Triptolemus and Draco, 
the moſt Ancient Lawg:vers of the Athens- 
ans, are a Teſtimony of the Innocence and 
Sincerity of the Firſ# Ages : For, they com- 
I ed all the whole Stem of Priety and 

rtwe, in Prattifing theſe Fa Rules -:

© thexians, To Adore the Immortal Gods : 
* To Reverence the Departed Hero's ; to 

* Celebrate 
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«© Celebrate their Praiſes wth Songs, and the 
«& Firſt Fruits of the Earth; To Honour 
& their Parents; And neither to K:// Mar or 
B Beaſt þ 7X 

I could relate th thee, Examples of Ab/tr- 
ence in the Ancient Lacedemonians , Spar- 
tans, Jews, and almoſt all Nations of the 
Eaſt : Nor are there wanting ſome Teſtimo- 
nies of it, in theſe Yeſtern Parts. This King- 
dom of France, - was in Old Times Inſtructed 
by a Kind of Prophets or Philoſophers, whom 
they called Dr=ids ; who took up their Utual 
Reſidence under Oaks. Theſe taught, the 
Tranſmigration of Soyls ; and therefore, pre- 
ſcribd Abſtinence from Fleſh ; and fhew'd to 
Men, the Method of 'Worſhiping God with 
the Fir/t-Fraits of the Earth. From hence 
they fail'd over into Britain, and planted 
. themſelves in that ſana, propagating the 
ſame Dottrines; and were Reverenc'd by the 
People, as Sacred Oracles. 

By all which it is Evident, That the tender 
Regard which the 7-me Faithful have for the 
Brates, is no Imovation, or ſingular Caprice 
of Superſtition, but the Primitive Prattice of 
the Ancients, the Univerſal Tradition of the 
Whole Earth. Nay, the Eaftern Chriſtians, 
for the moſt Part, live an Abſtemious Life ; 
ſuch as the Grecians, Armenians, Georgians, 


Afingretians, and others that are ſcatter'd up | 


and down mn divers Parts of Afia. ' The 
following the Examples and Traditions, of 
the Apoſtles and Primitive Fathers of their 
Churches, either taſte not at all, or very a. 
rngiy, 
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ringly, the Fleſh of Beaſts, Birds and Fiſhes. 
Bur, the Nazarenes of the Weſt, boaſt of I 
know not what Liberty they have, to Eat, 
without Scruple, of all Things ; having. the 
Diſpenſation of the Roman AAdvfti, whom 
they call the Vicar of God. Hence it is, that 
theſe Religious Libertines, are not afraid to 
gorge themſelves, even with the Blood of 
+ Slaughter d Beaſts, which their own Law 
forbids 'em to taſte.» And they prop them- 
ſelves up in their Impiety , by ſaying , 
That the Pope has Power, to Change the 
Traditions and Ordinances of the Apoſtles, and 
even of 7e/#s the 1eſſtah himſelf. Hence 
proceeds their Derifion of thoſe, who ſhew 
any Tenderneſs to the Brmtes ; for, they are 
harden'd in their Gluttonous Cruelty, and 
are but one Remove, from the moſt Salvage 
Cannibals. 

But thou, Holy dan of God, pity theſe 
Tafidels, and pray that Mahmut, may be a 
lincere D:/ciple of thy Parity.

Thoughts, when 1I firſt heard the News of 
his being ſeized ; and that it was, for ſome 
Seditious Expreffions : For then I call'd to 
Mind, how he had Atted laſt Year by my 
Order, during the Tamwults of Paris; and 
concluded, That ſome Unlucky Accident had 
now betray d him. Which if it were ſo,

Danger- This made me ſo ſuddainly change 


' my Habitation, and put a Stop to the Ds- 
ſpatches of the Sublime Port, 1 thought no 
Caution too much, to preſerve the Affairs of 
my Commiſſion Indemnified ; and, that it 
were better ro offend, in being too Wary, 
than too Secure. If I have taken wrong 

. Meaſures 
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Meaſures in thus abſconding, 'tis for want of 
fuller Inſtruftion from my Superiore, 1 
wiſh-they would honour me with Particular 
Rules, in Caſe of ſuch Emergencies: Then 
I ſhould ſteer my Courſe, without running 
the Hazard of Rocks or Sands. I have often 
defir'd to. know, Whether, if I were diſco- 
ver'd, I ſhould own my {ſelf an Agent tor the 
Grand Signior. But none of the finiſters 
have vouchſafed to dire& me in this Point: 
Whereby, I may commit an irreparable Mt- 
ſake, if ſuch a Thing ſhould happen- 

Aadonai the Jew, informs me of an At- 
tempt —_ made to rob the Treaſwry of Ve- 
»ice; which, according to his Deſcription, is 
very Rich and Magruficent» He fays, there 
are Twelve Crowns of pure Gold, an C- 
qual Number of Breaſt-plates of the ſame 
Metal, ſet with all Sorts of precious 
Stones of Ineſtimable Value: A Hundred 
Veſſels of Agat : Threeſcore Services for the 
Altar, all of pure Gold, enrich*d with Dia- 
monds, Sapphires, Emralds, and other Stones 
of Price» There is alſo -an T-icorn's Horn, 
above the Purchaſe of Money.

Such were the-Feaſts inſtiruted by Lycargas,

But, theſe 
Weſtern. People, think themſelves not Merry 
till they are Drunk, nor Witty. unleſs they 
be Rude. They play a Thouſand Wanton 
Tricks, like Apes and, the greateſt Buffoon, 
is the-beſt Company.

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Wherefore, fick to ſee Men ſo much dege- 
nerate from themſelves, I made my Excuſes,

E Inteſtine Quarrels of the French, 
ſeem to be like thoſe of Lovers; 


whoſe Cholerick Intervals, ſerve but to give a 
new Edge to the Returns of their AﬀeCtion. 
As if One of: theſe Paſſions, was made to whet 
the Other, and make it more ſprightly : Or, 
as if Love would grow dull and feculent, 
wereit not ſometimes rowzd and fermented 
by Avger. 


But, 
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But, I-believe, there is a greater Myſtery, 
in the Reconciliation between the Frenc 
Court and the Parliament of Paris. Some 
Ends of Policy, have haſten'd both Parties 
to clap up a Peace, while the ſecret Rancour- 
reftains unpurg'd. 

Perhaps the Ltnion of fo many Prixces and” 
Nobles with the Parliament, might incline: 
the Qees to milder Counſels, than her own 
Spaniſh Genius. Beſides, the ConjunAuon of 
the other Parliaments of the Kingdom, the 
Revolt of Normandy, Gaſcoigne and Provence, 
with many Eminent. Cities, were very-pre-. 
vailing Motives- But, that which was of- 
greateſt Force, was the Want of Money and: 


Men to carry on: the. War, which could not- - ; 


be rais'd without vaſt Difficulty; during theſe, 
Publick Alienations« 

Whatever were the Inducements, a Peace. 
was concluded about the latter End of the: 
Third 2402, at a Place call d Rre/, not far 
from Paris, where the King has a Zone of 
Pleaſure, ſeated in the Midſt of alittle Pgra- 
diſe. In one of my Letters to the -Kadma- 
cham, I formerly deſeribd the: King's Houſe 
and Garden, at St» German en Lay. This is 
but alittle Chio/c or Bower, in Compariſon of 
that Stately Palace. Yet what is wanting in the 
Grandeur of the Fabrick,. is ſupply:d in 'its e- 
legant Contrivance, and the Richneſs of--its 
Ornaments. And, as for the Garades, it comes 
not far ſhort of the other ; there being in it 
all Manner of curious Water-works,. Groves, 
Solitudes, Fountains, Statues, and whatſoe-

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er the Ingenuity. of - theſe Feſtern Artiſts 
could "von. as. proper to- render this Place 
agreeable to the Melancholy Humour of the 
late Queen-Mother, IAary de Medicss, to. 
whom 1t belong'd during her Life. 

When you enter this delicious Eder, your 
Eyes and Ears are preſently deceiv'd, by the 
ge —_ artd —_— of w _—_ 

irds, which perpetually Sing, as t a= 
ter tunes their Throats. A little farther, you 
ſee ſeveral old Gentile Statues, adorning Two 
Fountains : And, among the reſt, a Crocodile, 
big as the Life; who by the Harmony he 
makes, ſeems to have a Conſort of Muſick in 
his Belly, as Regular and Sweet; as that of 


the Italian Society at Conſtantinople, which 


thou haſt often heard. 

As we depart from this, full of Compla- 
cency and Admiration at the Exquiſite Imita- 
tion of Natzre in theſe Contrivances, we 
fall inſenſibly into a Place exattly like what 
the Poets deſcribe when-they ſpeak of E /y/inum. 
It is a Grove, the Tops of whoſe Trees are ſo 
thick interwoven, that the Sun appears no 0- 
therwiſe through them, than as if. he were 
behind a Cloud or in an Eclipſe. So that the 
Darkneſs of this Place, and folemn Murmur 
the Winds make on high among the Tops: of 
the Trees, fills it with a Kind of Sacred 
Horror. Which has often made me think 
this 77/derneſ7, ſomething like that which 
Hiſtorians deſcribe, when they ſpeak of the 
Avenues to the Temple of Jupiter Ammon in 


Egypt. For, in the very Center of this Grove,

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ſtands the Houſe. A Place, one would think; 
fitter for a Convent than a Prince's Court. At 
beſt, it appears but like a Roya/ Hermitage, a 
Cell conſecrated to Kingly Melancholy. 

I could not forbear making this Digreſſion, 
when I mention'd Rxe/ to be the Place where 
the Peace was concluded, between the Court 
and the Parkament. . This Encominm, is a 
Tribute which I ow'd, for the SatisfaGtion and 
Pleaſure I have often receivd in this Retire- 
ment- Befides, I thought an da of ſuch a 
Gardex, would not be unwelcom to thee, 
who art a Lover of Solitude. 

The Coadjwtor of Paris, who is an Arch- 
Biſhop, is highly affronted, that this - Peace 
was concluded without him, who hada chief 
Hand in beginning the War. He labours to 
inflame the People again, and-reduce all to 
the old Confuſion, being an Irreconcileable 
Enemy of Cardinal Mazavrini. So that we 
expe& another Inſurre&tion in a ſhort Time : 
For the French cannot be long Idle.

exceſlive Grief for the Loſs of his Eyes; fo 
that we may ſay, he has been dying ever fince 
the Hour that Fatal Sentence was-put in Exe- 
cution. And, ſhall we grudge our Friend 
a Releaſe from fo lingring-a Death-? At beſt, 
it was. but the Pinter of Life, wrapt up in 
Clouds and Darkneſs: Now like the Serpent, 
he has caſt his Slough, lifts up his Head 
with. new Vigor, ſports himſelf in the Mea- 
dows of Paradiſe, and.basks in the. Warmth 
of an Eternal Spring. 

'T will not. therefore be a- Mark of our Af- 
fection tohim, but only a Diſcovery of our 
Selt-Love, to condole the Occaſion of His 
—_ becauſe it has leflen'd Ours, by 
T _ of his beloved Company and 
Friendſhip. Beſides, we. know not, but:that 
he may {till continue to be our Friend, even 
in that Invi/zble State ; and either manage 
our Intereſts Above, or at leaſt prote& us 
from Dangers here Below. We are ignorant 
of the Laws, and Conſtitution of that _

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dem of Spirits; and, for ought we know, the 
Souls of yaſt Men after Death, may become 
the Tutelar Geniz, or Guardian Angels of 
- their Surviving Friends and Relations. Let it 
be how it will, doubtleſs Egry is Immortal 
and Happy; and, *rwill be Envy in us, to 
repine at it- Rather let us congratulate the 
Time of his Deceaſe, as the Day of his Na- 
tivity ; and leave /onrning, to the Crowd 
of Mortals, who do a Thoutland Things, with- 
ouc ever thinking what they are about- They 
tread in the Steps of their Fathers, never ex- 
amining, whether they be Right or Wrong: 
Cuſtom and Education have almoſt ba- 
niſh'd Reaſon from the Earth. Is it not a 
pleaſant SpeRacle, to ſee the Kindred of an 
Old Rich. ſer (for whoſe Death: they had 
long waited, like Farpies for their Prey) now 
flock about his Lifeleſs Carcaſe, howling out 
a Thouſand forc'd Lamentations; whilſt in 
the mean Time, their Blood.dances in their 
Veins for Joy 2 Yet however, this carries a 
Shew of. Civiliz'd Manners, and is better than 
the Barbarous Cuſtom of the Scythians and 
Maſſageter, who when their Old: Men grew 
Uſeleſs and Troubleſome, were wont to Sa- 
crifice them, and make a Banquet with their 
Fleſh; or the Thebarenes, who threw their 
Aged Friends alive down Precipices. Theſe 
were Salvages: But, much more ſo were the 
Hircanians and Batirians, who caſt their A- 
ged Parents yet living, to be devour'd by 
Dogs: Which Inhumanity when Staſanor, 
the Deputy of Alexander the. Great, endea- 


vour d 
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vour'd to ſuppreſs, they had like to have De- 

os d him from the Government : So prevalent 
is the Force of a Receiv'd Cuſtom, on the 
Minds of the Unthinking Herd. 

Let thou and I therefore, not ſupinely 
take up with Common. Pradtices ; but, like 
Men of Reaſon, let us adjuſt the Laſt Offices 
we owe to our Friend, whilſt we pour forth 
ſome Devout Orai/ons for the Health of 
his Soul, without diſturbing. his and our 
own Repoſe, with fruitleſs Lamentations. 
And, fince we are bereav'd of his Society on 
Earth, let us prepare to follow him, and ren- 
der our ſelves agreeable Company at our next 
Rendezvous in Heaven. 

It was an Unjuſtifhable Rigor in Sultan 1 
brahim, to deprive him of his Eyes, becauſe 
he had only caſt 'em unhappily on one of the 
Saultana's, as ſhe enter'd the Garden.

This was the worſt Puniſhment that Se- 
lexacus, the Law-Giver of the Locrians, im- 
pos d on them that were Actually caught in 
Adultery. Which puts me in Mind of a oo

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table Inſtance of this Man's Juſtice : For,when 
his own Son was accus'd, and prov d Guilty 
of this Crime; at once to ſhew the Tender- 
neſs of a Father, and the Incorruptible Seve- 
rity of a Jaage, he firſt causd One of his. 
own Eyes to be put out, and then One of 
his Sons: Thus taking on himſelf, Half the 
Penalty ; that ſo, the Law might be ſatisfy'd 
in the Whole, and yet his Son not be Totally. 
deprivd of his Sight. 

Thou telleſt me no News of our Armies, 
nor what Alterations have been made amongſt 
the Mnifters of the Port, fince the Death of 
Sultan Ibrahim. We have various Reports 
here; and ſome ſay, that the New. Vizir A- 
z2em will be no long-livd Man. I defire thee, 
to write often to me, and ſend me what In- 
telligence thou can'(t. 

Let nothing flip the Knos, which has 
faſt'ned us ſo many Yeags together, in an en- 
tire Friendſhip : But, let us carry that /fag- 
et with us to our Graves; that, at what Dt- 
ſtance ſoever we may be buried, our Soxls 
may by the Force of that AttraCtive, find one 
another out, and converſe together, in that 
Region of Silence and Shadows.

and hid waſte the Country : And, that all 
the Greeks and Armenians, flock to them, 
threatning an Univerſal Defection from the 
Ottoman Empire, 

As to the Truth of theſe Reports, I can 
aſcertain Nothing ; but am inclin'd to believe; 
the Coſſacks are troubleſome at Sea, and that 
they may have drawn. ſome of their Neigh- 
bours into a League, thole Pilfering Nations, 
who live by Rapine and Spoil, on both Ele- 
ments. Qur ſmall Veſſels trading on the 
Black- Sea; full of Riches and empty of 
Arms, muſt needs be a Temptation to thoſe 
Pirates, who are the moſt dextrous at a Rob- 
bery, and the boldeſt Fellows in the World. 
The Merchants of theſe Parts, who have had 
ſome Traffick at Caffa, and other Towns on 
the Banks of the Black Sea,give a frightful De- 
ſcription of thoſe Tempeſtuous Waters, and 
no Good Charatter of the People that Border 
on them.

The F:r/t 
foidom act, unleſs encouragd by the Kr 
of Polayd, or the Czar of Moſcovy ; and. 
then they are content with their Pay, and' 
the Lawful Plunder of War. The Second are 
never Idle, when there is hope of Prey, whe- 
ther they fight their own Cauſe, or are em- 
ploy'd by others; and fear neither Hunger, 
Cold, nor any other Extremity, for the Sake 
of a Prize. The Third are Good at a Strata- 
gem, and would ſteal a Man's Teeth out of 
his Gums, if he be not wary ; Great Cowards, 
yet deſperate in their own Defence, when 
they ſee no MMediam between Fighting and 
Death. As for the Fourth, they ſeem to be 
a kind of Mungrels, a Medly Race, whoſe 
Character is compounded of the Other

 Thev are Stout and Witty, Dext'rous at a

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Wouldft thou know, how this Country 
came to be Subje&t to the Crown of Perſia? 
It was Conquer'd by 1/4e! Sophi, to whom 
the Perſian Hiſtorians, in Flattery, give the 
_— of Great, He was the Fir/t of that 

ame, and of the Perſian Kings, that refus'd 
ro _y the Orthodox Sxcceſſors of the Sent 
of God, This Prince, was Valiant in the 
Field ; and no Coward at Wine, if we may 
believe one of his Cortiers, who- wrote /Me- 
moirs of his Life. He Records Stxteen Bat- 
tles, wherein he always got the Vittory ; 
and Twice that Number of Roya/ Debauches, 
when he ſhew'd the Strength of his Brain, 
in the Company of Foreign Ambaſſadors ; 
with whom he would always Carouſe, before 
they departed his Comrt, that he might 
found the Depth -of their Inſtruttions;. for, 
none were able to cope with him, at the 
Juice of the Grape- And he always eſteem'd 
that Liguor, a Friena to, Truth. 

If he ſ{uſpeted his 45nifters of State, of 
any of the Governors of Provinces, he usd 
to invite them to a Banquet ; where, in the 
Midſt of his Drinking, he unravel['d their 
Secret Inclinations and Counſels; being the 
moſt dextrous at picking the Locks of a 
Man's Heart, of any one living» They ne- 
ver went Alive from his Preſence, if by one 
falſe Step in. their Carriage , though it were 
but a Word too paſſionate, or a Look leſs 
compoſed to Reſignation, he could diſcover

Jealouſy. It being ever his Maxim, That 
Creaubty,

alſo, That Perſia was Fertile of Men, but Bar- 
ren of Faithful Officers. 

I cannot admire theſe Cruel Strainsof Po- 
licy. Yet Kings have Reaſons for their Ati 
ons and Words, which we cannot compre- 
hend. The Philoſophers ſay, That Wine was 
given Vs by the Gods, to mitigate our Cares ; 
and, for a Time, to make Vs Equal to their 
Divinities, in the free Enjoyment of Onr Selves, 
And, tho' as a uſſulman, I am not bound 
to ſubſcribe ro the Principles of Pagans ; yet 
as a Man, Partaker of Fleſh and Blood, I 
think he doubly miſ-uſes that Liquor, who 
pervertsit to the Ends of Cruelty. 

But, this Aonarch had other Thoughts, 
when by the Aſſiſtance of the Georgian For- 
ces, having fubdu'd the Regions Bordering on 
the. Caſpian Sea, at that Time.in the Hands 
of the Ottomans, he invited the King of 
Georgia to his Tent, under Pretence of a Fe- 
ſtiva! Toy for their mutual Succeſs. The 
Unwary Przince, truſting to his own Merit, 
and the Faith of his Neighbour , ventures 
him ſelf witha Small Guard to the Camp of 
Iſmael. The Perſian entertain'd him, with all 
the Outward Demonſtrations of AﬀeRion 
and Gratitude, for _his repeated - Aids: But, 
in theEnd of the Feaff, taking Exceptions 
at ſome Words the King of Georgia ſpoke, 
in Praiſe of his own Soldiers, he commanded 
his Exnauchs to ſeize on him, and him 
to. the Tent of the UVyfortunate ( io ny 
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call'd the Pavition, or Cage of the Grandes 
fallen into Digrace) Then he gave ſwift Or- 
ders, for the Georgian Soldiers to be Mana- 
cled- And, having. thus done, he beſtow'd 
the Government of Georgia, on one Luarzab; 
on Condition, that he and his Succeſfors, 
would embrace the Faith of Halj, and pay 
Tribate to the Crown of Perſia. 

From this '-Luarzab, has the Government 
of Georgia-deſcended; not in a Line of Blood, 
but at the ' Pleaſure of the Perfiar Kings, to 
him who now holds it, Shanavas-Can ; Who, 
I believe, has more Wit, than to hazard his 
Poſſeſſions, tor the Sake of a Chimera.

His Name is Pachiconr, a Circaſſian by 
Birth, but bred up in a Sea-Town of the V- 
brain, near the ſouth of the Niefter. He left 
his Native Country, at the Age of Twelve 
Years, out of a Defire to ſee Foreign Parts ; 
Embarking himſelf, unknown to his Parents; 
ma Veſſel of Podolia, which then was read 
to ſet fail from Bala-Clag. He carry'd. with 
h:.2a ſmall Sum of Money, which he had 
padoynd from his Father, and ſerv'd as a 

und of his future Fortune : For, arriving at 
a certain Town in Podolia, he frequented the 
Keys, and offer'd his Service to ſeveral er- 
chaxts ; one of which, obſerving in his Face 
the Marks of a Promiſing Genizs, entertain'd 
him in bis Houſe. He liv'd with him Seven 
Years, and perform'd his Office ſo well; that 
he made him his Faftor to Conſtantinople. 


D.4 Pachiconr 
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Pachicour-diſcharg'd his Truſt there, with 
much Profit to his faſter, and Honoxr to 


himſelf. So that at his Return, ſeveral er- 


chants entruſted him with their Goods; and 
fent him to trade at Caffa, and other Towns 
on the Black Sea, His agg, am and Repu- 
tation encreaſing with his Years, he became 
in Time famous in all the Trading Towns. 
And, ſuch was his Credit in the Vkrain, that 
all the Aferchants put their Veſſels and Goods 
into his Hands : $0 that he fail'd many Times 
with a Fleet of Twenty Ships, having the Diſ- 
poſal of all the Goods, committed to his Ma- 
nagement. He grew ſo Rich in Time by his 
Dealings. that he was able to drive a Conf1- 
derable Trade for himſelf. And then it was, 
he began to lay the Foundation of a Deſign, 


which he has fince executed. His Genins was | 


roo Attive, always to be confin'd to this (low 
Way. of growing Great: Therefore he was 
refolv'd at one Blow, to raiſe his Fqrtune to 
the Pitch he aim'd at. He wasthe only Bro- 
ker, Banquier and Merchant, where-ever he 

came. | 
It was no difficult Thing, for a Man of fo 
vaſt a Credit, to raife an extraordinary Stock ; 
and Pachicoxr could eafily filence the Alarms 
of Conſcience, There happen'd allo a Jun- 
Eture, very for his Deſign For, 
while he was at 1/2aov, aPort of Circaſſia, Day 
and Night projecting how to exalt himſelf, 
a Yar broke out between his Conntrymen and 
the Aingrehians. The Latter a 'd with 
a Navyat Sea, which alarm'd all the Aar:-

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time Parts of Circaſſia. 'Parhiconr whoſe In- 
vention was always buſy, tooka Hint from 
this, © to/ accompliſh his Plot. Expedition 
was his chiefeſt Game. 'Therefore he ſpeedily 
made the utmoſt Uſe of his Credit, among the 
Podolian Merchants, and other Foreigners re- 
fiding at 1Z2aor. And, when he had amaſs'd 
together prodigious Sums of Gold, for which 
he only gave them Bills of Exchange, he pri- 
vately ſends away this huge Treaſure, with all 
his Jewels, Tifſues, and other Rich Merchanditſe, 
to his Fathers Houſe, who livd not many 
Leagues from this Town- :

Every Page of the #/r4t- 
ten Law, reliſthes of the Dialeft which 1s 
Pure and Lively ; though the .7ran/lators, 
have cropt: the Flower Ihe Sence. I have 
read their Biblein Greek, Latin, and French; 
but none of theſe Languages, expreſs to the 
Life the Original Hebrew : Nor can it be ex- 
pected. It is.impoſſible to ſcrew upthe Dull 
Phraſes of Exrope, to the Significant laioms of 
Aſia. We may as well expect Dates to ſpring

This is the Lanexage of thoſe, who dwell 
above the Seventh Orb. "Tis the Diale&, 
wherein God converſes with the Pages of his 
Divine Seraglio : Whetein all the Records of 
the Celeſtial Empire are writ. And when 
he iſfues out Orders to the Miniſters and 
Baſſas of Heaven, Haſmarie! the Secretary 
of the Immortal Divan, uſes no other Cha- 
rafter or Speech, but that which is. peculiar 
on Earth, to the Sons of 1/mae!, the Inhabi- 
tants of the Region on the Eaſt of the Red Sea. 
In fine, this 1s the Language wherein the 
Omnipotent thought fit to iſcover his Plea- 
fure to ortals. 

Believe Mahmat, when he tells thee with 
profound Submilſion, that he has taken ſome 
Pains to pry into thoſe Zayguages, which 
have been the Channels of Divine Knowledge. 
I have been peculiarly ambitious, to ſtudy 
the Anatomy of Oriental Words: And it would 
be no Hyperbole to ſay, I have learn'd to dif- 
ſe& even the very Sllables» Wherein the 
various placing of Points and Letters, alters 
the Sence, or at leaſt makes it Ambiguous.

I ſpeak not this in Peeviſhneſs, or to vin-

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little Spur of Pedantick Ambition, make me 
forward to contend with a Man, whoſe whole 
Talent conſiſts, in knowing and remembring 
other Mens Yorks; as if he had ſtudied at 
Athens, only for this End, to learn the fa- 

cetious Art, of turning his Brains into a Ca- 

_ of Books: But I refle&t on the Lear- 
ned among the Nazarenes, who are chiefly 
to blame, having the Cuſtody of the Book de- 
livered to 'em from the Jews. And amon 
them, the 7ra»ſlators of that Volume, are pal 
Excule; for, t ey have deflowr'd the Origz- 
zal, and robb'd the Virgin Language, of its 
Beauty and Honour : While the Reſt are 
Witneſſes, and filent: Abettors of the Rape, 
in concealing the Indignity has been done to 
the Letters Form'd by the Finger of Goa, and 
full of Divine Myſteries. 

In thus accuſing the Chri/tian Interpreters 
of the B:ble, I do not patronize the Critical 
Whimfies ct the Jewiſh Caballits, They are 
exploded by all Men of 'Sence. Yet there is 
a Medium, between the Exceſs of that af- 
fected Niceneſs, which has rendred' the One 
Ridiculous, and of that ſtudy'd Careleſsneſs, 
to which the Obſcurity of the Other is owing. 
As the Hebrews, by prefling the Letters too 
cloſe, have ſqueez'd out Dzvine Chimera's; 
ſo the Chriſtians, in ufing too ſhack a Hand, 
have ſcarce gain'd a groſs Draught of Common 
Human Sence, leaving the Genuine E/ixir 
of the Writer's Meanmeg behind. 

E will not lay much to the Charge of the 
Tranſlators, employ'd by Ptolomy _—_ 

PPRS, 
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pbaus, King of eAigypt. Theſe were no Chri- 
/tians; nor yet in the Number of thoſe, who 
Adored the Celeſtial Bodies and Elements: 
Nor did any of- them, pay their Devotions * 
at the ſame Altar with that egyptian Io- 
narch, who was a Worſhipper of the God Sera- 
p15: But they were Jews, Seventy, or Two 
more in Number, as the Traaition goes. And, 
being every one Commanded /everallyto Tran- 
flate-thoſe Manuſcripts, which the Jews e- 
{teem'd the Oracles of God, without conver- 
ſing with, or ſeeing each other; 'tis faid, 
their Yer /zoxs all agree'd to a Syllable. 

This 1s the Story of the Jews, and ſeems 
to be Credited by the Chri/tians: Yet ſome 
have found many Errors and Incongruities, in 
that Celebrated Copy» And, 'tis eaſy for an 
Impartial Eye, eſpecially in the Head of an 
Oriental, to ſpy many more» 

But the Zatin, which they call the Yigar 
Tranſlation, is full of. Miſtakes. And the 
Pretended Saint who made it, ſhould have 
gone farther than Pa/e/t:ne, tor his Intelligence 
in Ancient Hebrew. His Name (if I miſtake 
not) was Hieronynns. He paſsd many Years, 
in a Ce{ near the ſuppos'd Tomb of the Chri- 
ftians Meſſiah, in the Holy Land: Where, 
they ſay, he was »/pird with the Know/edge 
' of Hebrew; and from thence, ventur'd upon 
a Tranſlation of the Old Teſtament. 

Thou wilt not expect a Certificate of theſe 
Things from /4ahmut, who only tells- thee 
what he has read in Chriſtian Authors, 


whom they call the Hi/forians of their C: _ 
ut, 
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But, I can afſure thee, 'twas no Spirit of 
the Eaſt, aſſiſted this Zccleſiaſtich in his Yer- 
fron. For, he comes far ſhort of rightly rend- 
ring the Lofty Hhperboles, Appolite Simnili- 
taaes, Elegant Figures, and'other Ornaments 
of Speech, peculiar to the Writings of thoſe, 
who firſt fee the Riſong Sun. Snch are all 
thoſe, penn'd' in the _— F which we 
muſt not exclude the Mannſcripts of Moſes, 
and the-Reſt of the Hebrew Prophets, Poets, 
Hiſtorians and Philoſophers. Of theſe does 
the Old Teſtament conſiſt; except one Book , 
writ by my. Coutryman fb, who Five Times 
foil d the Devil, in fo many ſet Combats be- 
fore God. |

Since the Diviſion aroſe, between the  Ro- 
man-Catholicks and Proteſtants, their Bible 


has been taught.to ſpeak the D:a/eF of all-or-- 
moſt Nations in Exrope: Yet, ſuch is the- 


Unhappineſs of the Franks, that. the more 
they tataper with-the Zingzage of Great Pu- 
#ity, the worſe they ſucceed, Which has oc- 
cafion'd forne Learned Men, asT am inform'd 


to mark above a Thouſand Faults, in the Laſt 


French Verfron of that Myfterions Book. 


What Rovm will they leave for the Cen- . 


ſures of the Auſſulmant, if the Chriſtians 
themſelves are thus Critical, upon the Grand 
Patent of their Salvation ? 


It would be an endleſs Task, to recount 
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all the Errors that may be' diſcern'd in- the 
Various Tradxits of the Bible, by any Man 
that has Convers'd in the Eaſt. Neither will 
I entrench on thy Patience, to gain the Cha- 
ratter of a Critich 

Permit me to glance only on the P/a/ter, 
or the Odes of Sx/tan David. How flat and 
dull are the Adraſares of the ChriftianTranſla- 
tor 5? How low have they ſunk the Sence of that 
Rogal Poet? He never begun to watble forth 
any of thoſe Divine Songs, till firſt Inſpired 
by a Seraph, whom he had lur'd down from 
Paradiſe, by the Melody of his Harp. That 
Seraph, was Maſter of the Inſick Above. as 
the Hebrew Dottors teach. Every Time Da- 
vid play'd on his Iſtrwment, Arie! (tor (fo 
was the Spirit call'd) made his Deſcent, and 
ſung with a Grace which cannot be expreſs'd. 
The Docile Poct, ſoon learn'd both his Notes 
and Words. Seven Rundred Times, David 
touch'd his Harmonious Strings, and ſo often 
the Angel ſtood ay with the Book of. the 
Lire. He taught him Seven. Hundred Sonnets, 
that are Chanted by the Loversin Paradiſe. Bur 
the Devil ſtole 'em from the King, whilſt he 
Was 220g on another Man's Wife, bathing 
her ſelf in an adjoining Garden- 

Yet there are above a Hundred Hymns re- 
maining, which David compos'd by Memo- 
ry out. of the Former. - But, ſome Setts a- 
mong the Chritians, have turn'd 'em to the 
Ballads of the V niger: 

So have they dealt by that ſurpaſſing Poems 
of S-/yman, taught him by the Etherial Tw- 

tor 
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tor of his Father. For Arie! was enamour'd 
of Oneof the Virgins of _— at the ſame 
Time, that Solymas enjoy'd Pharaoh's Daugh- 
ter, and had newly built for her a Seraglio of 
Cedar. The Heavenly Lover therefqgre, to 
accommodate himſelf to the Paſſion of the 
Alortal, taught him One of the Paſtoral: of 
Eden, a Song peculiar to his Own Amonr. 

But the Nazarenes, have turn'd it to a dry 
and Infignificant A/legory, by their Gloſſes : 
Putting an Afront fo upon Rhetorick and 
Poetry, in Wording their Tranſlation. 

If I ſhould go on, and number the Miſtakes 
they have made in the Writings of the Pro- 
phets, and other Books of the Old Teſtament, 
though it were but in this Genera! Manner, 
I ſhould tire thee out : But to recount the 
Particulars, would be a Thirteenth Task for 
Hercules. 

Yet after all theſe Defaults of the Learned, 
neither t-ey nor the Znorant can be excus'd 
from Wilful Blindneſs, in ſhutting their Eyes 
againſt the Twilight, which appears in the 
Worlt Tranſlation, and is ſufficient to direCt 
any Man to the Eaſt, where 1:i/dom ſhines 
in her Perfett Splendor. 

There are Expreſſions all over the Scrip- 
trres, Which point ro the Laws, Cuſtoms, 
Habits, Diet and Manner of Life, us'd in the 
Regions Firſt Viſited by . the Morning-Sny. 
Theſe are the ſame Now, as they were of 014. 
And the /1uſſulmans of this Age, obſerve no 


other Rule of Life, but what was pradtis'd 


by the Patriarch Ibrahim, above Three Thou- 
_ ſand 
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fand Years ago, and by all the Faithful of 
thoſe Times Our Aarriages, Circumciſe- 
ons, Funerals, Prayers, Waſhings, and all 
other Ceremonies, of Religion or Civility, are 
the ſame Now as Then. There is Nothing ad- 
ded or diminiſhed, fave the Faith and Obedi- 
ence we owe to Mahomet, the Ambaſſador of 
God, and to the Volume put into his Hands by 
Gabriel, Prince of the Divine _—_ . 

Our very Habits, and the /4anner of our 
Building ; our Salutations, and whole Addreſs, 
are the ſame at this Day, as the Scriptere tells 
us, were in Uſe in thoſe Ages next after the 
Flood, among the Patriarchs and Prophets, 
and among all-the True Believers, the Po- 
ſterity of Ibrahim: Eſpecially the Deſcendants 
by the Right Line, the Stem of 1/mael, the 
Eldeſt Son of him, who entertain'd Three 
Angels at Once in his Text. 

Yet the Dfidels will not confider it : But 
perſwade themſelves, they are the Only Chi/- 
drey of the Faithful Ibrahim; pretending to 
practiſe, in know not what Figarative Senſe, 
the Life we lead in Truth : Cheating them- 
ſelves with Empty Symbols, while we enjoy 
the Subſtance. 

But thou, Great Succeſſor of Ibrahim and 
the Prophets, vouchſafe to pray for Mahmer, 
That whilft his Duty to the Grand Signior 
obliges him to dwell here in the eſt, and to 
converſe with none but [afiaels, he may ftll 
retain the Faith of the Eaſt, the Devotion 
of an' 1ſmaelite, andthe Parity of a Trae Be-

7 E Peace agreed on laſt Year between 
the Germansand Suedes, is not yet fully 
eſtabliſh'd and confirm'd. . There has been a 
Ceſſation of Arms fince that Time. And now 
the Duke Amalfe, on the Emperor's Side, the 
Dake of Vandort for the King of France, and 
he of Erszen for the Crown of Swedeland, are 
met at Norimbergh, to conclude a Final Ra- 
tification of the Articles. 

During this Conſult, the Suediſp Army, 
are-permitted by the Emporoxr's Agreement, 
to Quarter up and down in Seven Circles of 
the Empire, and not to be diſcharg'd, till all 
their Arrears are paid at the Coſt of the Ger- 
mans. Tis ſaid, it will amount to Three 
Millions of Sequins. This War bas laſted 
near Thirty Years; in which, above Three 
Hundred Thouſand Men have loſt their Lives. 

As to the Engi/ſþ Aﬀairs, the Prevailing 
Party there, have declar'd that Ancient King- 
dom to bea Free State, and the Monarchy i

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Abak(h'd by a Pablick Aft. Nevertheleſs, 
frer Charles was beheaded, his Eldeſt Son 
was Proclaimed K3zg, both in England and 
treland,. by ſome of the Nobles and Gentry, 
that were Friends to that Rejal Family.
